Station Water Supply and Discharge Agreement between GRE, Stutsman Rural Water District and the City

Buchanan moved to recommend the City Council create Northwest Water Rehabilitation District No.  

17-61.  Seconded by Phillips.  Unanimous aye vote.  Carried. 

 

Buchanan moved to recommend the City Council approve a Resolution to increase the City Share Special 

Assessments amount on Northwest Water Rehabilitation District No. 17-61 to cover that portion of the 

district cost for the portions of river parallel to 1
st
 Ave North and 11

th
 Street NW where no lots are 

available to be assessed.  Seconded by Phillips.  Unanimous aye vote.  Carried. 

 

Andersen moved to place on the City Council agenda consideration and award of bid for the purchase of a 

new 3 CY – 4 Wheel Drive Loader for the Street Department.  Seconded by Gumke.  Unanimous aye vote.
